SCIENCE AND INDt’STRY. 
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M e a s u r i n g th e Rain. 
When , by the con stan t con d en sa­ 
tion of aqueous v apor, says the Phila­ 
d elphia Times, the in d iv id ual v apor 
v esicles become .larger an d heav ier, 
an d w’hen fin ally in d iv id ual v esicles 
un ite, they form regular d rops, which 
fall as rain . At great Iieights rain ­ 
d rops are v ery small, but in crease as 
they fall, for from their low tem pera­ 
tu re they con d en se on their surface 
the aqueous v apor of the layers of 
air through which they fall. 
The 
qu an tity of rain th a t falls an n ually 
in an y giv en place, or the an n ual rain ­ 
fall, is measured by mean s of a rain 
gauge or pluv iometer. 
The simplest form of rain gauge 
con sists of n fun n el with a certain d efi­ 
n ite area, 1 2 square in ches, for ex­ 
ample, an d which fits in a bottle. 
The rain th at tails on this area is col­ 
lected ¡11 the bottle, an d the qu an tity 
th at has fallen d urin g the period of 
observ ation is measured by mean s of 
grad uated glass. 
Thus, if in twen ty-four hours the 
qu an tity collected measure« 2.3 fluid 
oun ces, this is equal to four cutrie 
in ches, an d if the area of the fun n el is 
twelv e in ches, this represen ts a rain fall 
of on e-third of an in ch in twen ty-four 
hours. 
The fun n el an d bottle are 
usually en closed in a metal cylin d er 
taller than the fun n el so as to retain 
an V show th at may fall. 
Man y local circumstan ces may affect 
the qu an tity of rain th at lulls in d if- 
eren t coun tries; but, other thin gs 
l>ein g equal, most rain falls in hot cli­ 
mates, for there the VAporation is 
most abu n d an t. The rain fall d ecreases, 
in fact, from the equ ator to the |*>!es. 
the qu an tity v aries with the season s, 
m Paris, in win ter, it is 4 2 in ches; in 
sprin g, 6.9; in summer, 6.3, an d in 
xutiimn , 4 .M in ches. The heav iest an ­ 
n ual rain fall at an y place on the globe 
n on the Klmst Hills, in Ben gal where 
t is 000 in ches, of which 500 in ches 
fall in sev en mon ths. 
Fn d er sim ilar 
circumstan ces the 
qu an tity of rain d imin ishes with the 
d istan ce from the sea. Thus, if the 
uin tiai rain fall ¡a 1 in the cen tre of 
German y, it is 1 .2 in the cen tre of 
En glan d an d 1.73 on the En glish 
•oast. An in ch of rain on a 
s ard of surface 
represen ts 
poun d s, or 4.77 gallon s.

A T h e o r y of the A u ro ra. 
The splen d id au rora which lit up 
ou r n orthwestern heav en s on e ev en in g 
recen tly was v ery probably an electri­ 
cal efftct of un usual outbreaks of spots 
on the eastern limb of the sun . At 
this period of the year the eartli is 
n ear on e of the en ormous exten sion s 
of the su n ’s coron a, which, accord in g 
to the researches of Dr. Veed er, ap­ 
paren tly serv es as a con d uctor of 
electrical impulses origin atin g in the 
sun . It is a t such period s th at au ror­ 
as are most brillian t An d frequen t. 
As usual with a remarkable au rora 
there was a well-marked magn etic 
storm , seriously affectin g telegraphic 
wires. The powerful magn etic storm 
of Nov ember 17, 1882. d ecid ed ly in ­ 
terru pted the telegraph lin es at New 
Y’ork an d d elayed ocean cable mes­ 
sages for a con sid erable time.

The French-Canadian 
people are 
famous through-out the continent' 
for the size of their families, and loij 
j the intricacy of their family relations.' 
Even to a more rem arkable extent 
than in old New England villages, 
every one in a given neighborhood is 
| quite sure to be related in some way 
I to every one else. 
A surprising illustration of these 
1 characterist ice is found in the village 
of Ste. Marie de Beauce, in the P ro­ 
vince of Quebec. There lived the two 
families of Rheaume and Morin; and 
in each of these families there were 
eight children—four boys and four 
girls in each case. 
As th& young j>eople grew up, every 
Rheaume boy married a Morin girl, 
aud every Morin boy a Rheaume girl, 
until all were married in this way. 
Large families of children were born 
in all these unions; so th a t a t last ac­ 
counts. there Mere thirty-nine Rhea­ 
ume children in the third generation 
and thirty-five Morin children. 
These seventy-four children, living 
in one village, are, therefore, of a de­ 
gree of relationship nearer than con­ 
sulship; they are what is known as 
‘ double cousins.” 
The relationship is not of unusual 
occurence; but so great a number of 
“double cousins” living in a single vil­ 
lage was probably never known be­ 
fore.

The Condition of Onr Streets. 
Something oug ht to bo done to 
better the condition of the streets oif 
our city in the business portion. Every 
spring , and especially this year for 
the past thrse weeks, the condition 
our streets Lave been outrag eous. At 
the oorner of Sixth 
and 
Front 
streets, also Fifth and Front, and 
1 
dozen other places, larg e puddles o 
water several inches deep g ather as 
the snow melts and overflows the side­ 
walks, making it almost impossible 
for people to cross the streets without 
g etting their feet soaked, to say noth­ 
ing of having their clothes bespattered 
with mud and dirty water. 
This 
condition of affairs is a disg race to our 
city and should be remedied in some 
manner. It has been asked. “Why 
does not the council construct catch 
basins at street comers and run this 
waste water into the sewers instead of 
allowing the streets and sidewalks to 
be flooded f ’ This would not do in 
the present sandy condition of our 
streets, we understand, as tha sewers 
would soon fill up with sand. It is 
plain that the only way to permanent 
ly remedy this nuisance is to pave the 
streets in the business portion, and 
then the water from the melting snow 
could be run into the sewers without 
filling them with sand. 
This, of 
course, would necessitate the expendi­ 
ture of considerable money, but it 
must be done sooner or later if Brain­ 
erd ever expects to be anything , and 
it mig ht as well be commenced now on 
the few blocks m front of the business 
houses. The council has the power 
under the present charter to perform 
this work, and we believe now is the 
time to beg in. Let Front street be 
paved from Fourth to Eig hth street, 
extending on Fourth, Sixth and 
Eig hth streets to the track, and on 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and 
Eig hth, to at least Laurel street, and 
as much further as the property hold­ 
ers desire. Thie will add g reatly to 
the appearance of the city, and will be 
of more practical value, and worth 
four times as much in favorably ad­ 
vertising the city to visiting strang ers 
than half a dozen electric lig ht plants. 
We believe the time is ripe to beg in 
paving the streets. 
Something at 
least oug ht to be done to remedy this 
disg raceful condition every spring , 
and we believe that to pave them will 
be the cheapest and best way in the 
long run. 
Wo hope the council will 
at least investig ate the matter and 
ascertain the advisability of beg inning 
this work this year. Let us have our 
business streets paved by all means.

The 
bill was so manifestly dang erous, and 
opened so wide the doors of fraud, 
that it was, as was supposed, killed by 
the insurance committee. But on the 
last day of the session, when, as usual, 
everything was wild, Mr. Donnelly 
broug ht the bill up. and it was rushed 
throug h and passed. Just why the 
g overnor didn’t veto it is not q uite 
apparent. He sig ned it, and it be­ 
came a law. 
Much mischief is likely 
to be the result. 
We say it is a dan­ 
g erous law, because, first, on g eneral 
g rounds, mutual fire companies have 
never been, and never will be a suc­ 
cess. An instance cannot bo found 
where they have not proved absolute 
failures. No one. even where g overned 
by string ent laws. 
Second, because, 
by the provisions of this Donnelly 
law, and twenty-five men, who possess 
an ag g reg ated (supposed) wealth of 
$ 25,000, may org anize a company for 
business, and with this enormous fic­ 
titious capital may g o out and do a 
half million dollar business. 
Ye g ods, 
think of it. 
But the most suspicious 
thing about this law is, the insurance 
department of the state has no con­ 
trol or authority whatever over these 
companies. All other insurance com­ 
panies, life and fire, are placed under 
the immediate supervision of the de­ 
punched out you receive your picture.

Farm ers Beware. 
During the last session of our legis­ 
lature. Mr. Donnelly introduced a bill 
for the organization of mutual tire in­ 
surance companies in this state. 
The 
bill was so manifestly dangerous, and 
opened so wide the doors of fraud, 
that it was, as was supposed, killed by 
the insurance committee. But on the 
last day of the session, when, as usual, 
everything was wild, Mr. Donnelly 
brought the bill up. and it was rushed 
through and passed. 
Just why the 
governor didn't veto it is not quite 
apparent. 
He signed it, and it be­ 
came a law. 
Much mischief is likely 
to be the result. 
We say it is a dan­ 
gerous law, because, first, on general 
grounds, mutual fire companies have 
never been, aud never will be a suc­ 
cess. 
An instance cannot bo found 
where they have not proved absolute 
failures. No one, even where governed 
by stringent laws. 
Second, because, 
by the provisions of this Donnelly 
law, and twenty-five men, who possess 
an aggregated (supposed) wealth of 
§25,000, may organize a company for 
business, and with this enormous fic­ 
titious capital may go out and do a 
half million dollar business. 
Ye gods, 
think of it. 
But the most suspicious 
thing about this law is, the insurance 
department of the state has no con­ 
trol or authority whatever over these 
companies. 
All other insurance com­ 
panies, life and fire, are placed under 
the immediate supervision of the de­ 
partment, but Donnelly knew better 
than to subject these companies to 
any kind of scrutiny. 
There is no­ 
body to watch them, and they are as 
free as the winds to go out and “work 
suckers." Meanwhile the officer* will 
continue to draw their salaries. Farm ­ 
ers beware. 


The storm Was a Hammer. 
The oldest inhabitant ta at a loss to 
recall to memory a storm parallel to 
that of Wednesday. 
For some days 
previous the weather bad been warm 
and balmy, the snow had entirely dis­ 
appeared from the streets in the city 
and everything betokened the coming 
of spring, even to the appearance 6f 
scores of lumber jacks from the woods, 
where nearly all camps had been 
broken. But sigil* fail at times Iud 
this was one el the failing kind. 
On 
Tuesday evening the clouds thickened 
and a mist which turned to rain began 
falling at IO o’clock; at 2 a. rn. the 
wind began to*raise and snow took 
the place of rain, the howlmg, piercing 
north wind continuing throughout 
the next day with unabated fury. 
Such a storm was never experienced 
in this section, and at times it was im­ 
possible to see ten feet ahead, and the 
wind came from all directions at one 
time. Signs were demolished, storm 
sheds blown down, and hugh trees in 
the parks snapped off like pipe stems. 
Business was at a standstill, trains 
were from two to ten hours late, and 
everything had the appearance of 
having been on a wild, mad spree yes­ 
terday morning. 
It is estimated that 
at least twelve inches of snow fell, and 
the roads into the country are almost 
impassable, in some places the ground 
being bare and in others the snow is 
piled in drifts ten feet high. 


A Clever Capture. 
Some two years ago a man named 
Charles Cobeth, was arrested at Hud­ 
son, Wis.. while in the act of bur­ 
glarizing a house. 
He was jailed and 
the next morning gave bail in the sum 
of 11.000 for his appearance. 
That 
night he disappeared, leaving the 
gentleman who befriended him to pay 
the amount of the bail, and since that 
time they have exerted every possible 
means to catch the fellow. 
It seems 
that Cobeth went to S t Paul and 
bought a new suit of clothes in which 
he had his picture taken before he 
disappeared from public sight, and it 
was this one foolish act that resulted 
i n h is capture. 
The matt er was placed 
in the hands of J. C. McGinn, super­ 
intendent of the Pinkerton agency at 
St. Paul, and by this photograph he 
traced the fugitive to the Pacific coast 
and back to the harvest fields of Da 
kota, from which place he came to 
Morrison county and worked for Sena 
tor Buckman. 
Mr. McGinn trace* 
bim from that place to Brainerd where 
he found he had gone into the pineries, 
and on Tuesday of last week he cam*- 
here, and with the assistance of 
Fulton. Cobeth was located at Luc 
Cook’s logging camp, at which place 
he was arrested and lodged in the 
Crow Wing county jail on Saturday 
afternoon. A representative of this 
paper met Mr. MeGmn and he relate* 
the incidents of the search, and stated 
that the prisoner wa* much surprised 
that he should have been found after 
so long a time, but at once admittee 
that be was the man wanted. 
He was 
taken to Hudson on the night tmin. 


The Condition of Onr Streets. 
Something ought to bo done to 
better the condition of the streets ol’ 
our city in the business portion. Every 
spring, and especially this year for 
the past three weeks, the condition o 
our streets Lave been outrageous. At 
the oorner 
of 
Sixth 
and 
Front 
streets, also Fifth and Front, and 
dozen other plaoe6, large puddle* o 
water several inches deep gather as 
the snow melts and overflows the side­ 
walks, making it almost impossible 
for people to crews the streets without 
gettm g their feet soaked, to say noth 
ii!g of having their clothes bespatterec 
with mud and dirty water. 
This 
condition of affairs is a disgrace to our 
city and should be remedied in some 
manner. It has been asked, “Why 
does not the council construct catch 
basiDsat street corners and run this 
waste water into the sewers instead ol! 
allowing the streets and sidewalks to 
be flooded?” This would not do in 
the present sandy condition of our 
streets, we understand, as the sewers 
w ould soon fill up with sand. It is 
plain that the only way to permanent 
ly remedy this nuisance is to pave the 
streets in the business portion, and 
then the water from the melting snow 
could be run into the sewers without 
filling them with sand. 
This, of 
course, would necessitate the expendi 
ture of considerable money, but it 
must be done sooner or later if Brain 
erd ever expects to be anything, and 
it might as well be commenced now on 
the few blocks in front of the business 
houses. The council has the power 
under the present charter to perform 
this work, and we believe now is tho 
time to begin. Let Front street be 
paved from Fourth to Eighth street, 
extending on Fourth, 
Sixth and 
Eighth streets to the track, and on 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and 
Eighth, to at least Laurel street, and 
as much further as the property hold­ 
ers desire. This will add greatly to 
the appearance of the city, and will be 
of more practical value, and worth 
four times as much in favorably ad­ 
vertising the city to visiting strangers 
than half a dozen electric light plants. 
We believe the time is ripe to begin 
paving the streets. 
Something at 
least ought to be done to remedy this 
disgraceful condition every spring, 
and we believe that to pave them will 
be the cheapest and best way in the 
long run. 
We hope the council will 
at least investigate the m atter and 
ascertain the advisability of beginning 
this work this year. Let us have our 
business streets paved by all means.

Dutchman.”

men, of whom no trace remains. 
On tlie 11th inst., while the Colombo 
D was about 1 50 miles off the coast 
of Bermuda, Captain Vigiliana states 
that his lookout sighted a vessel 
about three miles oil the starboard 
bow. 
.She was a threemaster and 
square rigged. 
She was signaled but 
no answer came. 
She was steering very erratically 
too, and although the shadows were 
gradually deepening into 
twilight, 
( aptain 
Vigiliana decided to Dear 
down upon and see what, if anything, 
was the matter. 
Nearer and nearer 
they came, but to their repeated bail­ 
ings not a sound of answer came. 
Not a trace of life was on board. 
Ail was silent save the soughing of the 
wind through the rigging. 
Stranger 
still, all s.*.il was set, and the ship, in 
charge of the fates, was sailing on with 
no hand on the helm. 
As the Colom­ 
bo sailed by her Httjrn tier name could 
be plainly made out. 
It was Hutch­ 
ins Brothers, a Nova Scotian ship. 
Captain Vigilia na held a consultation 
with his officers and called a volunteer 
crew to investigate, but the night was 
growing dark 
and 
the 
supersti­ 
tious sailors refused to go. 
It was 
finally decided to stay by the strange 
vessel until morning. Lights were al­ 
ready in t he riggings of the Colombo, 
but none shone from the Hutchins, 
giving additional evidence that no 
life was on board her. 
Strange as bad been the experience 
already, and great the expectancy on 
board the Colombo, 
the 
morning 
brought deeper mystery, for when 
dawn broke there was only a waste of 
water where the lifeless Nova Scotian 
ship had been. The night bad been 
calm and peaceful: A skiff could have 
lived in the roll of the gen tie sea. There 
was no land within sight and no storm 
had arisen, and yet nowhere could be 
found the strange ship.

A R E N O W N E D MULE. 


H ow th o M an W ho S to le Him W as 
C o n v ic te d of M urder. 
A day or two ago there died a de­ 
crepit old mule, whose niche in equine 
fame was small, yet the mere fact that 
he was mule ilesh. equivalent to so 
many dollars and cents, led to the 
hanging oi a negro about eight years 
ago. 
This mule belonged to a citizen at 
899 Court street, and as soon as the 
animal breathed his last the owner 
promptly notified Chief Davis that 
the notorious mule was no more. 
One wintry morning eight years ago 
the body of John Trainer was found 
cold and stiff in Nonconnah Bottoms. 
He was a young man wdl known in 
Memphis and fond of sport. <m this 
duv he had gone down into the bot­ 
toms to hunt, and w hen his body wa-s 
discovered his gun was lying by Iris 
side. 
He had been murdered and his 
pockets rifled, the criminal obtaining 
a gold watch and several pieces of 
jewelry. There was no clew to the 
murderer and the crime promised to 
be an unsolved mystery. 
Months afterward, when the affair 
had almost quieted down a citizen 
whose name i* not now recalled, lost 
a mule, and he found that a negro 
had stolen it. The police found the

in 
the possession of John 
MeKeaver, and arrested him for the 
theft. When searched at the police 
station several 
pawn-tickets 
were 
found on McKeaver’s person. These 
tickets were traced to ] awn-shops, in 
search of further stoTen property, and 
one of the pledges was the watch 
that Tiainor had worn at the time of 
his death. Tiie negro was charged 
with the murder, and finally confess­ 
ed. He had killed the white man in 
order to rob him.

STEA M IN G T H E BABIES. 


N o v e l 
R e m e d y 
F o r 
M e m b r a n o u s 
C r o u p R e c e n t ly E m p lo y e d . 
Within the past few months mem­ 
branous croup has been unusually 
prevail nt 
among 
small 
children 
throughout the city, aud the children’s 
wards in the numerous hospitals have 
been crowded with the little sufferers 
from this scourge. At the children’s 
hospital, where they have a large 
number of cases, a new form of treat­ 
ment is used which has proved success­ 
ful in 42 per cent, of tiie cases, an ex­ 
tremely large proportion. 
At this institution, as soon as the 
children are found to be suffering from 
the complaint, they are placed on a 
cot, from the four corners of which 
! poles extend 
upward several feet. 
I They are joined at the top by strips. 
! and blankets are then thrown o\H?r 
| the whole, completely inclosing the 
j patient. 
A small kerosene stove, on which is 
a large kettle, stands ou the iloor at 
the foot of the bed. rHie kettle is 
filled with a mixture of gum camphor, 
oil oi turpentine and w ater. 
This is brought to a boil, and a tube 
leading irom the kettle goes under the 
blankets and carries the steam insi ie, 
where it condenses on the blankets in 
treat drops, the moisture and the 
fumes of the drug enabling the patient 
to breathe. 
When the case is extremely bad an­ 
other instrument is used consisting of 
a small spirit lamp over which is a 
small vessel that acts as a boiler. On 
the side is a glass bulb filled with bi­ 
carbonate of soda, glycerine and wa­ 
ter. 
A glass tube extends into the bed 
and is placed at the patient's mouth. 
The heat from the lamp causes the 
steam from the liquid in the tube to 
pass into the boiler, and then through 
the second tube to the patient's 
mouth.—Philadelphia Record.

\V. H. Burnham, in discussing the 
question of memory, says that if a 
trustworthy memory is desired, the 
prime condition is health. Not only 
are the more serious forms ot para- 
muesia pathological; but even forget­ 
fulness when unusual, indicates dis­ 
ease. In points of fact, memory forms 
a most delicate gauge on one’s physi­ 
cal well-being. The power of commit­ 
ting to memory varies notably with 
fluctuations of one’s physical condi­ 
tion, and, as everybody knows, recol­ 
lection is rendered difficult by fatigue, 
and is usually easier in the morning 
than at night. 
The physiological 
cause seems to be that retention is 
conditioned by processes of nutrition, 
while recollection depends largely up­ 
on the circulation, as is shown not 
only by many cases of amnesia, or 
forgetfulness due to defective circula­ 
tion, but also by the hypeamnosiasof 
fever and other diseases, where there 
is an increased rapidity of the cere­ 
bral circulation.—Philadelphia Press,

The Frenuh-Canadian 
people are 
fam ous through-out 
the 
continent 
for the size of their families, an d lorj 
the intricacy of their family relations.' 
Even to a m ore rem arkable ex tent 
th a n in old New England villages, 
every one in a given neighborhood is 
quite sure to be related in some way 
to every one else. 
A surprising illustration of these 
characteristics is found in the village 
of Ste. Marie de Beauee, in the P r o ­ 
vince of Quebec. There lived the tw o 
families of Rheaum e and Morin; and 
in each of these families there were 
eight children—four boys and four 
girls in each case. 
As tlife young people grew up, every 
Rheaume boy m arried a Morin girl, 
and every Morin boy a Rheaume girl, 
until all were m arried in this way. 
Large families of children were born 
in all these unions; so th a t a t last ac­ 
counts, there were thirty-nine Rhea­ 
ume children in the th ird generation 
and thirty-five Morin children. 
These seventy-four children, living 
in one village, are, therefore, of a de­ 
gree of relationship nearer th a n eou- 
sinship; they are w hat is known as 
“ double cousins.” 
The relationship is n o t of unusual 
occurence; b u t so great a num ber of 
“double cousins” living in a single vil­ 
lage was probably never known be­ 
fore.

expressed astonishm ent with his eyes 
as well as by his words. 
“ I beg p ard o n ,” said he, “ b u t I had 
hoped to see the gentleman who re­ 
ported p a r t of my speech.” 
“ I am th a t gentleman,” answered 
Dickens, turning red in the face.” 
“ Oh, indeed!” said Stanley, turning 
to conceal a smile. 
Sir Jam es G raham then came in 
and Stanley began his speech. 
At 
first he stood still, addressing one of 
the window curtains as “Mr. Speak­ 
er.” Then he walked up and down 
the room , gesticulating and declaim­ 
ing with all the fire he h ad shown in 
the House of Commons. 
When the proof of the speech was 
afterw ard read by the o ra to r he re­ 
turned it to the editor with a note 
predicting the future success of his 
young reporter. 
M any 
years 
afterw ard, 
Charles 
Dickens, the popular novelist wait in­ 
vited to dine with L ord Derby. The 
guests were dhown into the library, 
and Dickens, though he had forgotten 
the 
incident of the speech, felt a 
strange sensation as if he h ad been 
there before. 
At last something recalled the re­ 
porting adventure, an d he reminded 
his host of 
it. L ord Derby was de­ 
lighted to recognize in the popular 
novelists his boy reporter.—Y o u th ’s 
Companion.

M e a s u r i n g t h e Rain. 
When, by the co n sta n t condensa­ 
tion of aqueous vapor, sa y sth e P hila­ 
delphia Times, the individual vapo r 
vesicles become Jarg er an d heavier, 
and when finally individual vesicles 
unite, they form regular drops, which 
fall as rain. 
At great lieights rain ­ 
drops are very small, but increase as 
they fall, for from their low tem pera­ 
ture they condense on their surface 
the aqueous v ap o r of the layers of 
air through which they fall. 
The 
q u a n tity of rain th a t falls annually 
in any given place, or the annual rain ­ 
fall, is measured 
by m eans of a rain 
gauge or pluviometer. 
The simplest form of rain gauge 
consists of a funnel with a certain defi­ 
nite area, 12 square inches, for ex­ 
ample, an d which fits in a bottle. 
The rain th a t tails on this area is col­ 
lected in the bottle, and the q u a n tity 
th a t has fallen during the period of 
observatien is measured by means of 
graduated glass. 
Thus, if in twenty-four hours the 
q u an tity collected measures 2.3 fluid 
ounces, this is equal to four cubic 
inches, and if the area of the funnel is 
twelve inches, this represents a rainfall 
of one-third of an inch in twenty-four 
hours. 
The funnel and b ottle are 
usually enclosed in a m etal cylinder 
taller th a n the funnel so as to retain 
any show th a t m ay fall. 
Many local circumstances m ay affect 
the q u a n tity of rain th a t tails in dif- 
erent countries; but, other things 
being equal, m ost rain falls in hot cli­ 
mates, for there the v apo ratio n is 
most a bu n d an t. The rainfall decreases, 
in fact, from the e q u a to r to the poles, 
ih e q u a n tity varies with the seasons, 
in Paris, in winter, it is 4.2 inches; in 
spring, 6.9; in summer, 6.3, and in 
ititum n, 4.8 inches. 
The heaviest a n ­ 
nual rainfall at any place 011 ttie globe 
11 on the K hast Hills, in Bengal where 
t is 600 inches, of which 500 inches 
fall in seven m onths. 
I nder sim ilar 
circumstances the 
q u an tity of rain diminishes with the 
list a nee from the sea. Thus, if the 
m m ial rainfall in 1 in the centre of 
Germany, it is 1.2 in the centre of 
England and 1.75 on the 
English 
coast. 
An inch of rain on a square 
\ ard of surface 
represents 
47.74 
pounds, or 4.77 gallons. 


Origin o f t h e Organ. 
'I he organ is the m ost magnificent 
and comprehensive of all musical in- 
instrum ents. W hile the pipes of P a n — 
aside from th a t m ythical personage— 
indicate a very ancient use of pijtes as 
a m eans of producing musical sounds, 
the “ water-organ of the ancients” 
furnishes to the student of organ his­ 
tory tiie first tangible clew regarding 
the rem ote evolution of the instru­ 
ment. 
In the second century the 
magripha, an organ cf ten pipes with 
a crude key-board, is said to have ex­ 
isted, but accounts of this instru­ 
ment are involved in much 
obsctir 
tty. 
It is averred th a t an organ—the 
gift of C onstantine—was in the pos­ 
session of Kina Pepin of France in 
757; but Aldhem, a monk, makes m en­ 
tion of an organ with “gilt pipes” as 
far back as the year 7U0. 
W olston 
speaks of an organ containing 400 
pipes, which was erected in the ten th 
century 111 England. 
This instrum ent 
was blown by “ thirteen sep arate pairs 
of bellows.” It also contained a large 
key-board. There 
ure drawings 
of 
th a t period e x tan t, which represent 
the organ as an instrum ent having 
but few pipe*, blown by two or three 
persons, and usually performed on by 
a monk. 
The keys, which were play­ 
ed upon by hard blows of the fat, 
were v«ry clumsy, and from four to 
six inches broad. 
About the end of 
the eleventh century semitones were 
introduced into the key-board, but 
to all appearances its com pass did 
not extend beyond three octaves, 
the introduction of pedals, in 1490, 
by B ern hard t—giving a com pass 11 
fiat to A—was ano ther im portant 
contribution 
to 
the 
instrum ent. 
These were merely small pieces of 
wood operated by the toe of the 
player.—P o p u lar Science Monthly. 


An E le c tr ic C a rria g e. 
“ Practical Electricity” announces 
th a t a newly-invented electric carriage 
will soon be exhibited on the streets 
of Boston. 
Mr. E. D. Chaplin is the 
nventor of the m oto r and Dr. Orazio 
Lugo is the inventor of the storage 
jells which furnish the power. 
“The 
m otor is of a cloeed field type, work­ 
ing a t 1 0 0 0 revolutions per minute, 
with a potential of 40 volts. 
Lpon a 
level grade of speed of from 10 to 15 
miles an hour can be accomplished. 
The steering a p p a ra tu s and brake 
attached to the same are ingenious 
and readily operated by the person in 
charge of the vehicle. 
Relying upon 
these auxiliary 
attachm ents, 
the 
steepest hills m ay be climbed with im­ 
punity. The vehicle cannot go back­ 
ward 
unless 
so 
directed. 
Should 
the m o to r fail to act, a 
connec­ 
tion break or any accident of any 
kind occur, the carriage w ill stop, and 
this irrespective of the brake.” 
The 
storage cells will alto furnish light and 
heat, if required, a t a slightly in­ 
creased running expense. 
They are 
two third s lighter th a n any cells liere- 
to-t’ore used and do not infringe upon 
previous patents. 
This invention m ay make it possi­ 
ble to tra n s p o rt 
passengers over 
routes and in directions where it 
would not be profitable to build elec­ 
tric rail ways. 
If the cost be not to o 
great it may also lead to the substi­ 
tution of electric carriages for p ur­ 
poses of private pleasuring as well as 
public service, instead of horses. 
All 
indications point to the increased use 
of electrical power in all departm ents 
of mechanical construction or m ove­ 
ment. 


A C u r io u s U s e F or 
I n c a n d e s c e n t 
L a m p s. 
M. Demeny, a disciple of M. Marcy, 
the well-known analyser of animal 
movements by means of in sta n ta n ­ 
eous photographs, h as recently been 
studying the m otions of a m an 
ip 
walking. 
To do this he arranged five 
small incandescent lam ps down one 
side of his dress, which w as m ade of 
black cloth and skintight. These tiny 
lam ps when lighted were like the sta rs 
of a constellation in the night sky, 
and readily photographed. 
As one 
marked his head, another his shoul­ 
der, a third his hip, a fourth his knee, 
and a fifth his ankle, the photographs 
taken quickly after each other showed 
the various a ttitu d e s of his body in 
walking, an d allowed 
them to be 
studied a t leisure. 
The lam ps were 
fed with electricity by means of slack 
wires going from a switch carried on 
his back to a traveling contact m aker 
or a chariot running on tw o rail con­ 
ductors overhead. The idea of using 
lam ps in this way originated with M. 
Soret, a physician of Geneva; but it 
has been successfully worked o u t by 
M M. Demeny and Queen a t the H o s­ 
pital Beaujon, Paris. 


T h e 
G a r t e r p h o n e . 
An ingenious little instrum ent call­ 
ed tne garterplione has, according to 
the San Francisco Examiner, recently 


been invented which, attm fted to my 
lady's garter, registers the distance 
she walks each day. 
The physical 
culture craze has put an end to the 
reign of the languid belle. 
Women go 
in for all sorts of o u td o o r sports, and 
just now walking is the fad. 
The 
heroine of the hour is the woman who 
has walked the greatest num ber of 
miles a day. 
H itherto it has been 
impossible to determine to a nicety 
the distance covered in a given time, 
as when a day is spent in the deviating 
peregrinations of a shopping tour. 
Now the young wom an proudly ex­ 
hibits her garterphone to admiring 
friends, and it is not unusual for the 
little machine to register five or six 
miles and even ten occasionally. The 
young wom an who was to o lazy to 
walk and yet did not wish to be en­ 
tirely ou t of the race, s a t in the h a m ­ 
mock all day enjoying a novel, while 
she swung her pretty foot back and 
forth, thereby attaining the sam e re­ 
sult on her garterphone as her more 
energetic sister. 


A T h e o r y o f th e Aurora. 
The splendid a u ro ra which lit up 
our northw estern heavens one evening 
recently was very probably an electri­ 
cal effect of unusual outbreaks of sp ots 
on the eastern limb of the sun. 
At 
this period of the year the earth is 
near one of the enorm ous extensions 
of the sun ’s corona, which, according 
to the researches of Dr. Veeder, a p ­ 
parently serves as a conductor of 
electrical impulses originating in the 
sun. It is a t such periods th a t a u ro r­ 
as are m ost brilliant and frequent. 
As usual with a rem arkable au rora 
there was a well-marked magnetic 
storm , seriously affecting telegraphic 
wires. The powerful magnetic storm 
of November 17, 1882, decidedly in­ 
terrupted the telegraph lines a t New 
York and delayed ocean cable mes­ 
sages for a considerable time. 
Bo 
strong was the earth current th a t a 
Western Union wire between W ashing­ 
ton an d Baltimore was worked with 
this current alone. The similar storm 
of 1859 accompanied a magnificent 
a u ro ra.—N. Y. Post. 


T r a n sp a r e n t C la ss B rick s. 


F o r some time p a st tra n sp a re n t 
glass bricks have been let into walls 
to afford a light a t places where a 
window would interfere with the archi­ 
tectural plan. 
B ut now it is pro­ 
posed to cast glass not necessarily 
tran sp aren t 
into 
large 
blocks of 
buildings. This m aterial is practic­ 
ally instructlble. perfectly non-absor­ 
bent, and therefore d am p proof, in a 
m anner which few bricks are, and in 
this way coarse glass of this kind 
could be made neariy as cheap ascon- 
crete, stone, or baked clay. 
A plan 
has also been put into practice by 
which broken glass of various colors 
is mixed up, placed in moulds lined 
with silicia, talc, or some other re­ 
sisting m aterial, and fired. 
The re­ 
sult is a firmly coherent m ass which 
can be dressed and cut into blocks, 
which are of course, irregularly col­ 
ored, and m ay be employed in place 
of artificial marble. 
If decorative ef­ 
fects are desired, designs in relief can 
be obtained by pressure while tho 
block or slab is still plostin. 


An E n o r m o u s P r o je c tile . 
The size of the biggest ball ever fired 
from a cannon was four feet in length 
and weighed 2,600 pounds, says the 
English auth o rity . 
Such were thedim ensionsand weight 
of the enorm ous projectile fired from 
the largest cannon yet m anufactured 
at K rupp’s works, a t Essen, for the 
fortification of Cronstadr. 
It is m ade of the finest quality of 
cast-steel. 
and 
weighs 
270,000 
pounds (about 135 tons). 
The cali­ 
ber is sixteen and one-quarter inches 
and the barrei forty-four feet long, 
the core having been removed in one 
piece. 
The greatest diam eter is six and 
one-half feet, and range abo ut twelve 
miles. 
It will fire tw o shots i>er min­ 
ute, each estim ated to cost £300. 
At the trial the projectile was pro­ 
pelled by a charge of 700 pounds of 
powder, and penetrated n in teen inches 
of arm or, going 1,312 y ard s beyond 
the target. 


E le c tr ic a l T r a n s m is s io n o f P o w e r . 
The facts relating to the electrical 
| transm ission of power from Lauffen, 
1 on 
the Neckar, to Frnnfort. a dis­ 
tance of a b o u t 
1 10 English miles, 
have been m ade known. 
They have 
been established by m eans of elaborate 
tests appiied by a jury of experts un­ 
der Prof. Weber, of Zurich. 
When 
| 113 horse power was taken from the 
1 river the am o u n t received a t F r a n k ­ 
fort through the wires was abo u t 81 
horse power, showing an efficiency, in 
spite of all possible sources of loss, of 
72 1-6 per 
cent. 
Prof. 
Silvanus 
Thom pson, who has called atten tio n 
to these striking facts, p o in tso u t th a t 
it is now a question of m eans whe 
- 
er, a t the Chicago Exposition, there 
will be a transm ission through wires 
of 1 .0 0 0 horse power taken from the 
Falls of N iagara. 


C h e m istr y o f th e D ia m o n d , 
Chemically the diam ond consists of 
pure carbon. 
Newton concluded the 
diam ond 
m ust be a 
com bustible 
body in consequence of its high re­ 
fractive power. 
Robert Boyle, how­ 
ever, strove 111 vain to consum e it in 
the crucible. 
F o r the purpose of in­ 
vestigating this supposed 
com busti­ 
bility the Academy of the Cimento, at 
Florence, in the year 1694, induced 
by the grand duke, Cosmo III, fixed 
a diam ond in the focus of a large 
burning 
glass. 
The 
academ icians 
found th a t it cracked, coruscated, and 
a t length disappeared without leaving 
a particle behind.—Jewelers’ Review,

A pretty decoration seen at some of 
the mid-winter receptions is th a t of 
flower stones, standing 
011 
small, 
round tables. 
A half dozen are n o t 
to o m any for a large room . They are 
oftenest and m ost beautifully m ade of 
roses. A su ^ e stio n for ball-rooms is 
to fix a narrow , 
tem p o rary shelf 
around the room a t the to p of the 
wainscoting, if possible, to su pport a 
bank of flowers and ferns. T his effect 
is extremely good and quite ou t of 
proportion to the m aterial lised.—N.

With such evidence of the possibility 
of inhaling the bacilli, the question 
would natually be asked. How do the 
bacilli get into the atm osphere, when 
they are not found in the breath of 
sufferers of this disease? We know 
positively th a t in these cases bacilli 
are present in the mucus which is 
raised after coughing. 
In its moist 
condition it is impossible for it to be 
inhaled, but when it dries and be­ 
comes dust it is blown about, and it 
is in this form th a t it becomes d a n ­ 
gerous.—N orth American Review.

Farmers Beware. 
During the last session of our legis­ 
lature, Mr. Donnelly introduced a bill 
for the organization of mutual fire in­ 
surance companies in this state. 
The 
bill was so manifestly dangerous, and 
opened so wide the doors of fraud, 
that it was, as was supposed, killed by 
the insurance committee. 
But on the 
last day of the session, when, as usual, 
everything was wild, Mr. Donnelly 
brought the bill up. and it, was rushed 
through and passed. 
Just why the 
governor didn’t veto it is not quite 
apparent. 
He signed it, and it be­ 
came a law. 
Much mischief is likely 
to be the result. 
We say it is a dan­ 
gerous law, because, first, on general 
grounds, mutual lire companies have 
never been, and never will be a suc­ 
cess. 
An instance cannot bo found 
where they have not proved absolute 
fail ures. No one, even where governed 
by stringent laws. 
Second, because, 
by the provisions of this Donnelly 
law, and twenty-five men, who possess 
an aggregated (supposed) wealth of 
$25,000, may organize a company for 
business, and with this enormous fic­ 
titious capital may go out and do a 
half million dollar business. 
Ye gods, 
think of it. 
But the most suspicious 
thing about this law is, the insurance 
department of the state has no con­ 
trol or authority whatever over these 
companies. 
All other insurance com­ 
panies, life and fire, are placed under 
the immediate supervision of the de­ 
partment, but Donnelly knew better 
than to subject these companies to 
any kind of scrutiny. 
There is no­ 
body to watch them, and they are as 
free as the winds to go out and “work 
suckers.” 
Meanwhile the officers will 
continue to draw their salaries. Farm ­ 
ers beware. 


The storm Was a Hummer. 
The oldest inhabitant is at a loss to 
recall to memory a storm parallel to 
t hat of Wednesday. 
For some days 
previous the weather had been warm 
and balmy, the snow had entirely dis­ 
appeared from the streets in the city 
and everything betokened the coming 
of spring, even to the appearance Of 
scores of lumber jacks from the woods, 
where nearly all camps had been 
broken. 
But eigne fail at times And 
this wae one of the failing kind. 
On 
Tuesday evening the clouds thickened 
and a mist which turned to ram began 
falling at 10 o’clock; at 2 a. m. the 
wind began to*raise and snow took 
the place of rain, the howling, piercing 
north wind continuing throughout 
the next day with unabated fury. 
Such a storm was never experienced 
in this section, and at times it was im­ 
possible to see ten feet ahead, and the 
wind came from all directions at one 
time. 
Signs were demolished, storm 
sheds blown down, and hugh trees in 
the parka snapped off like pipe stems. 
Business was at a standstill, trains 
were from two to ten hours late, and 
everything had the appearance of 
having been on a wild, mad spree yes­ 
terday morning. 
It is estimated that 
at least twelve inches of snow fell, and 
the roads into the country are almost 
impassable, in some places the ground 
being bare and m others the snow is 
piled in drifts ten feet high. 


A Clever Capture. 
Some two years ago a man named 
Charles Cobeth, was arrested at H ud­ 
son, W ii.. while in the act of bur­ 
glarizing a house. 
He was jailed and 
the next morning gave bail in the sum 
of $1,001) for his appearance. 
That 
night he disappeared, leaving the 
gentleman who befriended him to pay 
the amount of the bail, and since that 
time they have exerted every possible 
means to catch the fellow. 
It seems 
that Cobeth went to St. Paul and 
bought a new suit of clothes in which 
he had his picture taken before he 
disappeared from public sight, and it 
was this one foolish act that resulted 
in his capture. 
The matter was placed 
in the hands of J. C. McGinn, super­ 
intendent of the Pinkerton agency at 
St. Paul, and by this photograph he 
traced the fugitive to the Pacific coast 
and back to the harvest fields of Da­ 
kota, from which place he came to 
Morrison county and worked for Sena­ 
tor Buckman. 
Mr. McGinn traced 
him from that place to Brainerd where 
he found he had gone into the pineries, 
and on Tuesday of last week he came 
here, and with the assistance of E. 
Fulton, Cobeth was located at Lud. 
Cook’s logging camp, at which place 
he was arrested and lodged in the 
Crow W ing county jail on Saturday 
afternoon. 
A representative of this 
paper met Mr. McGinn and he related 
the incidents of the search, and stated 
that the prisoner waa much surprised 
that he should have been found after 
so long a time, but at once admitted 
that be was the man wanted. 
He was 
taken to Hudson on the night tmin. 


The Condition of Onr Streets. 
Something ought to bo done to 
better the condition of the streets of 
our city in the business portion. Every 
spring, and especially this year for 
the past three weeks, the condition of 
our streets Lave been outrageous. At 
the corner 
of 
Sixth 
and 
Front 
streets, also Fifth and Front, mod a 
dozen other places, large puddles of 
water several inches deep gather as 
the snow melts and overflows the side­ 
walk*, making it almost impossible 
for people to cross the streets without 
getting their feet soaked, to say noth­ 
ing of having their clothes bespattered 
with mud and dirty water. 
Thi* 
condition of affairs is a disgrace to our 
city and should be remedied in some 
manner. 
It has been asked, “Why 
does not the council construct catch 
basins at street corners and run this 
waste water into the sewers instead of 
allowing the street* and sidewalks to 
be flooded ?” 
This would not do in 
the present sandy condition of our 
streets, we understand, as the sewers 
would soon fill up with sand. 
It is 
plain that the only way to permanent­ 
ly remedy this nuisance is to pare the 
streets in the business portien, and 
then the water from the melting snow 
could be run into the sewers without 
filling them with sand. 
This, of 
course, would necessitate the expendi­ 
ture of considerable money, but it 
must be done sooner or later if Brain­ 
erd ever expocts to be anything, and 
it might as well be commenced now on 
the few blocks m front of the business 
houses. 
The council has the power 
under the present charter to perform 
this work, and we believe now is the 
time to begin. 
Let Front street be 
paved from Fourth to Eighth street, 
extending on Fourth, 
Sixth 
and 
Eighth streets to the track, and on 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and 
Eighth, to at least Laurel street, and 
as much further as the property hold­ 
ers desire. 
This will add greatly to 
the appearance of the city, and will be 
of more practical value, and worth 
four times as much in favorably ad­ 
vertising the city to visiting strangers 
than half a dozen electric light plants. 
We believe the time is ripe to begin 
paving the streets. 
Something at 
least ought to be done to remedy this 
disgraceful condition every spring, 
and we believe that to pave them will 
be the cheapest and best way in the 
long run. 
We hope the council will 
at least investigate the m atter and 
ascertain the advisability of beginning 
this work this year. 
Let us have our 
business streets paved by all means.
